Some amplification by someone entirely 
familiar with International Oil may, however, be necessary. 

The Group's interest in oil seems to be entirely justifiable 
because of its multi-faceted impact on the area, its 
importance to us and the West. 

4. Whatever the outcome of present Arab- Israeli 
confrontation, the crisis highlighted the issue once again. 

The Group now feels, that contrary to a previous determination 
to avoid involvement in the issue of such dimensions, it 

must address itself adequately to the problem. 
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
